These ex­ 
parts feel that there has been u nnec­ 
essary amou nt of talk abou t alfalfa 
and too little attem pt to demonstrate 
the limitations that exist with refer­ 


ences to growing that crop. 
As a rest the Department while it 
is helping farm ers to cu ltivate alfal­ 
fa where it is desirable to have it 
tau ght and where there is promise of 
su ccess. These demonstration agents 
are particu larly warned u nless the 
climate and other conditions and the 
soil fu lly warrant the experiment not 
to encou rage individu al farm ers to 
grow alfalfa.

The pecu liar consistency of corn 
meal which is a disadvantage u nder 
some circu mstances, is a great ad­ 
vantage in making griddle cakes and 
waffles, for it makes them very ten­ 
der, according to a new 
Farm ers' 
Bu lletin issu ed by the Department of 
Agricu ltu re today. Among the many 
corn meal recipes which the bu lle­ 
tin recommends, are the following: 


Corn meal pan-cakes: Two cu ps 
of flou r, one-half cu p of corn meal, 
one and one-half tablespoons of bak­ 
ing powder, one and 
one-half tea­ 
spoons of salt, one third cu p of su gar 
one and one-half 
cu ps 
of 
boiling 
water, one and one-qu arter cu ps of 
milk and one egg. Add meal to boil­ 
ing water and boil five minu tes; tu rn 
into bowl, add milk and remaining 
dry ingredients 
mixed and 
sifted, 
then egg well 
beaten 
and bu tter. 
Cook on a greased griddle. 


Corn meal and wheat waffles: One 
and one-half cu ps of water, one-half 
cu p of white corn meal, one and one- 
half cu ps of milk, three cu ps of flou r 
three table-spoons of su gar, one and 
one-qu arter table-spoons of baking 
one and one-half tea-spoons of salt, 
yolks of two eggs, whites of two eggs, 
two table-spoons of melted bu tter. 
Cook the meal and boiling water fci 
twenty minu tes; add milk, dry in­ 
gredients. mixed and sifted, yolks of 
eggs well beaten, bu tter, and whites 
of eggs beaten stiff.

Company , in a conv ention of 
coal 
operators secu red the appointment of 
a committee on workmen's compen­ 
sation. 
His company was controlled 
by the 
Gou ld-Vanderbilt-Standard 
Oil sy ndicate and employ ed some 17 ,- 
000 men working in 24 mines and he 
recognized that some kind of a com­ 
pensation law wou ld he passed. 
The committee was appointed and 
the members worked with the labor 
grou p to the end that February 21, 
19 13, 
a 
compensation 
law 
was 
passed. 
The West Virginia law is 
of tlie 
state insu rance plan, modeled 
after 
the Washington and Ohio 
sy stems. 
A commission of fou r members fix es 
the rates according to the hazzard 
of the indu stry hu t in no case more 
than $1 on tHo $100 of pay 
roll, 
which is far too low for some forms 
of dangerou s employ ment, and abou t 
50 per cent, too low for coal mining. 
The rates' are ju stly as low as 10 
cents in some non-hazardou s trades.

FLOOD OF 
IDEAS 
UPON US 


Better Might this Weighty Topic be 


Discussed at 
Parent-Teacher. 


Meetings, Science Teacher Says. 


Oran L. Raber, teacher of'science 


in the high school here, is the author 
of an article on " 'Evolution' in The 
High School," which appears in the 
current issue of School Science and 
Mathematics. 


At the outset Prof. Raber points 


out that it has been the experience of 
all ages and insitntions that perfect 
indifference to existing environmental 
conditions is impossible. lie says in 
so many words that a great Hood of 
ideas has swept down on the Ameri- 
can high school of the 
twentieth 


ceuinry and its leaders, many of 
whom have hel'd out against the in- 
novations, bul it is only "a matter of 
lime until their foundations of preju- 
dice will be weakened, and our ideas 
of propriety of education will then 
receive a new impetus." 


Outside of the largest cities, he 


says, very great care is necessary in 
the presentation of biological sub- 
jects. /At times it even becomes al- 
most necessary to give Hie wrong in- 
terpretation of the fact, he adds, and 
too frequently to suit 
either 
the 


teacher or the pupil,.this is done. 


"I believe the fault,'" he continues, 


"lies primarily with the parents in 
the home. The pupils are eager for 
the truth, but the parents are not 
eager, to have (he pupils obtain it. 
The parents, most of them, of the 
present generation of high 
school 


children, were taught under the old 
regime.' 


"To them Darwin, evolution and 


natural selection are synonyms 
for 


Satan, sin and 
eternal damnation. 


They interpret nature as themselves 
—both unchanging. They have lived 
long if not 
always 
well 
without 


'crass nonsense' and have perhaps 
accunuilaled small fortunes. 
Scien- 


tists who promulgate such ideas are 
generally poor." 


"How may this present condition 


of affairs'be remedied?" he asks. "In 
the first place, the parent should be 
hown the (rue meaning of evolution 
and its relation to progress. Most 
parents think that evolution can be 
summed up in the words "man from 
monkey" and that is all there is to 
it. 
They have either not tried to 


veep informed of 
the 
advance of 


science, or have failed 
to 
under- 


stand what they have read because 
of a poor background of knowledge. 


"We here see the need of instruc- 


tion for the parents. 
Parent-teacher 


associations have been organized in 
many places throughout the county, 
and I know of no better 
place to 


teach the parents what we teach the 
pupils than here. I believe as much 
good can be done by discussing the 
subject matter of the school at these 
meetings as can be done by a dis- 
cussion, of Home Study, Clothes for 
School 
Children, 
and 
(he 
other 


fifty-seven varieties of 
subjects of 


like nature which take up the most 
of the time at these meetings without 
leading to any valuable conclusions. 


"Here should be the place to pre- 


sent such matters to the patrons. 
Here they can be educated, and then 
we can go ahead with the pupils. Here 
the patrons can have their fears 
quelled; here they can be shown 
that a belief in evolution does not 
necessarily result in atheism or ag- 
nosticism; 
and. here they can ob-

Oil syndicate and employed some 17,- 
000 men working in 24 mines anil he 
recognized lhat some kind of a com- 
pensation law would be passed.
